Petegorsky  Speaks

of  Democracy”  with  his  talk  on  “Free¬ 
dom  and  A  Planned  Society”  at  the 
Friday  evening  services  on  November 
22nd.

As  the  first  in  the  monthly  series  of 
lectures  sponsored  by  the  Committee, 
this  was  one  of  widespread  appeal,  at¬ 
tended  by  a  large  audience.

From  the  Desk  of 

Rabbi  Steinberg 

Of  the  great  works  of  world  literature, 
many,  including  some  of  the  very  great¬ 
est,  require  a  commentary  for  intelligent, 
profitable  and  pleasurable  reading. 

The  Bible  is  such  a  book.  While  much 
of  it  is  not  only  immediately  under¬ 
standable,  but  simplicity  itself — the  Ten 
Commandments,  for  example,  or  the 
Twenty-third  Psalm,  or  the  story  of 
Joseph — many  a  passage  is  all  but  un¬ 
intelligible  unless  interpreted,  unless  its 
historical  background  is  filled  in,  its 
obscure  phrases  and  allusions  explained, 
its  relation  to  its  context  indicated,  and 
its  major  point  clarified.  It  is  because 
readers  venture  into  Scripture  alone  and 
unguided  that  they  so  often  emerge 
baffled  instead  of  edified,  irritated  rather 
than  inspired.  For,  if  they  have  not  lost 
themselves  altogether  in  one  of  the 
darker  stretches,  they  are  quite  likely 
to  have  been  dizzied  by  the  alternation 
of  lucidity  and  obscurity,  as  blinding 
for  the  mind  as  is  the  constant  blinking 
on  and  off  of  a  light  for  the  eyes. 

For  those  who  desire  a  “scholarly” 
introduction  to  the  Bible,  one  which  in¬ 
corporates  the  accumulated  findings  of 
Higher  Criticism,  archaeology,  compara¬ 
tive  religion,  and  related  sciences  and 
yet  preserves  reverence  for  the  book  and 
its  message.  I  should  like  to  recommend, 
as  a  first  choice,  Fleming  James’  Per¬ 
sonalities  of  the  Old  Testament  and,  as 
a  second,  Julius  Bewer’s  Literature  of  the 
Old  Testament. 

But  for  those  who  are  not  interested 
in  what  the  ancient  rabbis  used  to  call 
parpraoth  Thahmah,  “side  dishes  to 
wisdom”,  who  want  to  read  the  book 
itself  with  immediate  understanding,  I

am  happy  to  recommend,  and  that  most 
enthusiastically,  a  new  volume  issued  by 
the  Jewish  Publication  Society,  Path¬ 
ways  Through  the  Bible  by  Dr.  Mortimer 
J.  Cohen,  and  illustrated  by  Arthur 
Szyk. 

Dr.  Cohen  has  excerpted  from  the  en¬ 
tire  Bible  its  most  significant  passages 
and  supplied  them  with  introductions  and 
captions,  simple  and  unobtrusive  but 
sufficient  to  make  the  text  readily  and 
meaningfully  readable.  The  result  is  a 
book  for  scholars  and  laymen,  for  old 
and  young  alike. 

Mr.  Szyk’s  illustrations,  done  in  his 
distinctive  and  inimitable  style,  are  very 
beautiful.  That  they  are  a  work  of  piety 
and  love  would  be  self-evident  even 
without  the  artist’s  Dedication,  a  state¬ 
ment  so  tragic  and  moving  that  I  cannot 
refrain  from  quoting  from  it: 

“In  March  1943,”  writes  Mr.  Szyk, 
“my  beloved  seventy-year-old  mother, 
Eugenia  Szyk,  was  taken  from  the 
ghetto  of  Lodz  to  the  Nazi  furnaces  of 
Maidanek.  With  her,  voluntarily  went 
her  faithful  servant,  the  good  Christian, 
Josefa,  a  Polish  peasant.  ...  In  memorv 
of  the  two  noble  martyrs  I  dedicate  my 
pictures  of  the  Bible  as  an  eternal  Kad- 
dish  for  these  great  souls.” 

By  their  joint  labors,  Dr.  Cohen  and 
Mr.  Szyk  have  rendered  a  great  service 
to  American  Jewry.  They  have  cleared 
and  made  smooth  a  way  to  the  Book  of 
books.  Unless  there  has  been  extin¬ 
guished  in  us  the  last  spark  of  intellectual 
curiosity,  spiritual  adventuresomeness, 
thirst  for  greatness  and  hunger  for 
goodness,  we  shall  want  to  travel  that 
way  to  the  shrine  at  its  end.

He  pointed  out  how 
little  the  parent  can  do  in  each  of  these 
domains,  and  how  important  are  ex¬ 
ample,  faith,  patience  in  helping  Jewish 
children  face  life  proudly  and  courage¬ 
ously. 


Religious  School  Pupils 
Form  Keren  Ami  Council 

The  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  Relig¬ 
ious  School  has  one  of  the  twelve  exist¬ 
ing  groups  in  the  entire  country  for 
experimental  programs  sponsored  by  the 
Jewish  Education  Committee  on  Keren 
Ami.  The  purpose  of  the  group  is  to 
raise  funds,  to  teach  children  at  their 
own  level  the  structure  of  Jewish  Com¬ 
munity  life  and  to  also  encourage  par¬ 
ticipation  in  community  life. 

They  have  set-up  three  different  com¬ 
mittees  to  guide  them  in  their  work, 
an  Allocations  Committee,  Research 
Bureau,  and  Speakers  Bureau.  They 
favor  having  the  Jewish  young  people 
aware  of  all  minority  problems.  The  so¬ 
lution  of  race  relations  in  terms  of  better 
educational  facilities  for  Negroes,  is  one 
of  their  many  themes.  The  Keren  Ami 
Council  has  already  donated  $25  to  the 
Jewish  Theological  Seminary  and  $10  to 
the  United  Negro  College  Fund. 

There  has  been  an  increased  interest 
in  Keren  Ami  and  the  work  they  have 
been  doing  is  very  admirable.  The  offi¬ 
cers  of  the  Council  are:  Paul  Seligson, 
President;  Eleanor  Wechsler,  Vice-presi¬ 
dent;  Nina  Solomon,  Secretary;  and 
Judith  Kaplan,  Treasurer. 


Acknowledging  that  the  parent  has 
access  to  only  about  10  per  cent  of  his 
child’s  environment,  Rabbi  Kertzer 
urged  that  we  make  that  10  per  cent 
count  Jewishly,  instilling  within  the 
child  a  dignified  awareness  of  the  worth 
of  his  minority  group.  The  meeting  con¬ 
cluded  with  a  social  hour,  presided  over 
by  Mrs.  I.  E.  Gevirtz,  Chairman  of  Hos¬ 
pitality. 


Club  Program  Progresses 

All  seven  of  the  School  clubs  are  in 
full  activity.  Some  of  the  clubs,  particu¬ 
larly  the  younger  ones,  have  shown  a 
marked  interest  in  dramatics  and  have 
been  doing  creative  self-expression  along 
these  lines.  1  he  clubs  are  now  under¬ 
taking  preliminary  preparations  for  the 
celebration  of  the  coming  holiday  of 
Hanukkah.

In  Interfaith  Program 

“Standing  By  the  Youth  of  Our  Com¬ 
munity  ,  an  all-day  Institute  sponsored 
hy  "Religion  at  Work  in  the  Commun¬ 
ity”  at  tne  Riverside  Church,  was  held 
on  Ihursday,  November  7th.  The  group, 
organized  hy  women  active  in  Catholic, 
Protestant,  and  Jewish  religious  and 
communal  organizations,  has  been  at¬ 
tempting  to  attack  the  problems  of 
interracial  and  interfaith  relations  at  the 
youth  level.  Representing  the  Sisterhood 
of  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  were  Mrs. 
D.  Leonard  Cohen,  Mrs.  Ezra  Cohen, 
Mrs.  Saul  Godwin,  Mrs.  George  Howe, 
and  Mrs.  Edward  Peiper. 

The  chairman  of  the  all-day  confer¬ 
ence  was  Dr.  Harry  J.  Carman,  Dean  of 
Columbia  College  and  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Higher  Education  of  the  city. 
Other  speakers  were  Judge  Justice  Wise 
Polier,  of  the  Domestic  Relations  Court; 
Miss  Rhoda  McCulloch,  of  the  National 
YWCA.  Dr.  Carman  stated  his  firm  be¬ 
lief  that  interfaith  and  interracial  activ¬ 
ity  could  be  successful  both  on  a  large 
and  a  small  scale.  He  indicated  that  the 
usual  response  of  children  in  a  situation 
of  this  nature  is  one  of  acceptance  and 
friendship.  Adult’s  fear  of  intermarriage 
is  overrated  and  unreal.  Parents  must 
make  a  forthright  effort  to  teach  their 
children  the  urgency  of  belief  in  equality 
in  practical,  everyday  relationships. 

A  youth  panel  specially  selected  for 
the  day’s  discussion,  participated  in  all 
sessions.  The  young  people  who  had  been 
invited  to  speak  were:  Miss  Jean  Camp¬ 
bell,  of  Hunter  College,  chairman; 
Norton  Garfinkel,  a  high  school  student; 
Burton  Kossoff,  an  ex-G.I.;  Miss  Jennie 
Lee,  a  Hawaiian  student  now  pursuing 
advanced  work  here  in  New  York; 
Teresa  Burke,  president  of  the  Newman 
Club  at  Hunter  College;  and  Mr.  Dudley 
DeC.  Cobham,  a  student  at  the  Union 
Theological  Seminary.

Opportunity  to  Buy 
Cemetery  Tract 

A  prompt  response  has  been  asked  of 
all  members  of  the  Synagogue  to  the 
letter  which  the  Board  of  Trustees  re¬ 
cently  sent  out  announcing  the  possibil¬ 
ity  of  acquiring  a  favorable  cemetery 
tract  for  the  Synagogue.  Before  the 
Synagogue  takes  up  its  option  it  would 
like  to  know  which  members  would  be 
interested  in  acquiring  plots  or  single 
graves,  and  it  is  important  that  everyone 
who  has  received  the  letter  respond  as 
speedily  as  possible.  Full  information  is 
contained  in  the  letter  which  follows: 

“The  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  has  se¬ 
cured  a  short  term  option  to  purchase  a 
large  tract  of  ground  in  an  established, 
beautifully  landscaped,  well  managed 
and  nearby  cemetery  in  the  Mt.  Hope 
section  of  Westchester  County.  We  are 
considering  the  acquisition  of  these  addi¬ 
tional  cemetery  facilities  in  order  to  sup¬ 
plement  our  present  limited  qiace,  which 
is  proving  inadequate  for  the  needs  and 
demands  of  our  members  and  their 
families. 

Before  we  take  any  further  steps  to 
acquire  this  tract,  we  must  ascertain  how 
many  members  are  interested  in  pur¬ 
chasing  plots  or  graves,  and  if  so,  to 
what  extent.  We  anticipate  that  plots 
will  average  about  $100  to  $125  a  grave, 
and  that  single  graves  will  approximate 
about  $150  a  piece.

Our  office  will  then  furnish 
you  with  complete  details.”
